Terrorists  Attack  Leader's  Hook 
As  Tension  Mounts  la  Angry  Bolivia 


LA  PAZ,  BOLIVIA,  (UPI) 
Terrorists  bombed  and  fired  on  | 
the  Bolivian  Labor  xVIinister’s  i 
home  Wednesday  after  the  gov- ! 
ernment  gave  rebellious  tin  min- 1 
ers  a 48-hour  ultimatum  to  re- 
lease four  Americans  and  21 
other  hostages  or  face  military 
action. 


THE  ULTOIATUM  was  served 
as  Foreign  Minister  Jose  Fell- 
man  Velarde  formally  notified 
the  American  Embassy  here  that 
Bolivia  did  not  need  either  arms 
or  munitions — “and.  much  less, 
personnel” — from  the  United 
States  in  its  campaign  to  free 
the  hostages. 


have  conferred  at  length  with 
President  Victor  Paz  Estenssoro 
regarding  a reported  off©:  by  Le- 
chin  to  negotiate  a solution  of 
the  hostage  problem  through  the 
Foreign  Diplomatic  Corps.  There 
was  no  indication,  however,  that 
foreign  diplomats  would  inter- 
vene. 


TO  BAC:K  up  its  warning,  the 
government  sent  a flight  of  war- 
planes over  Catavi,  150  miles  in- 
land, on  a leaflet-dropping  mis- 
sion calling  on  embattled  minors 
to  free  thUr  hostages  and  end 
their  strike. 

The  attack  on  the  home  of  La- 
bor Minister  Anibal  Aguilar  Pen- 
arrieta  followed  his  order  sus- 
pending mining  operations  in 
Catavi,  hotbed  of  the  revolt,  and 
cutting  off  the  wages  and  pre- 
sumably food  ■ supplies  of  some 
7,000  miners  in  the  two-mile-high 
mining  center. 

A STICK  of  dynamite,  com- 
mon weapon  of  the  miners,  ex- 
ploded on  Aguilar’s  doorstep  at 
dawn  and  two  sliots  were  fired 
into  his  home  from  a speeding 
car.  Aguilar  rushed  into  the 
street  in  his  pajamas  and  fired 
a tommy  gun  burst  at  his  assail- 
ants, but  they  escaped.  No  one 
was  injured.  Damage  from  the 
attack  was  minor. 

The  government’s  tough  wam- 
ing  to  the  rebel  miners  who  are 
being  led  by  Bolivia’s  Vice  Pres- 
ident, Juan  Lechi,  was  issued  by 
Defense  Minister  Gen.  Luis  Bid- 
again.

A grant  of  $5,000  has  been  pre- 
sented to  the  BYU  by  the  Esso 
Education  Foundation,  it  was  an- 
nounced Tuesday  by  Dr.  Eai’l  C. 
Crockett,  BYU  academic  vice- 
president. 

The  unrestricted  grant  was 
transferred  to  BYU  by  ,M.  J.

WA.SHINGTON.  (UPI)  — Re- 
ports that  a Senate  leadership 
shakeup  is  planned  to  improve 
the  line  of  Presidential  succes- 
sion were  torpedoed  Wednesday 
by  Senate  Democratic  leader 
Mike  Mansfield. 

THE  MONTANA  Democrat 
charged  that  the  reports  that 
Sen.  Carl  Hayden,  D-Ariz.  would 
resign  in,  January  as  President 
Pro  Tempore  and  that  Mansfield 
would  give  up  his  floor  post  to 
succeed  him  are  botli  “absolut- 
ely” untrue  and  designed  to  cre- 
ate Democratic  “discord  and  dis- 
unity.” 

The  8G-year-old  Hayden,  in  the 
absence  of  a Vice  Pr^ident,  is 
now  second  in  line  for  the  Pres- 
idency. 

MANSFIELD  indicated  that  he 
spoke  with  President  Johnson’s 
blessing.  And  White  House  News 
Secretary  Pierre  Salinger  said 
he  was  not  aware  of  any  Presi- 
. dentiai  involvement  in  discussion 
: of  such  a plan. 

I Sen.  Hubert  H.  Humphrey,  D- 
! Minn.,  the  assistant  Senate  lead- 
I er,  mentioned  in  one  report  as 
■ slated  to  take  Mansfield’s  place, 
told  a reporter  he  had  never 
heard  the  switch  discussed. 

A major  flaw  in  the  shakeup 
speculation  is  the  fact  that  the 
Senate  traditionally  elects  the 
senior  senator  of  the  party  in 
control  to  the  post  of  President 
i Pro  Tempore.

WHILE  WE  AGREE  tiiat  no  student  should  be  excluded

Lawmen  make  boo-boos  too; 
Let’s  say  something  nice 


I may  be  wrong  but  I think  it’fi  iil>out  time  .someone  said 
a few  nice  things  about  cops,  or  policemen  as  they  are  some- 
times called.  Recent  chatter  about  the  gi*eat  failure  of  BYU’s 
security  officers  to  be  all  places  at  once,  and  two  law  suits 
in  Provo  last  week  help  point  out  some  of  the  disadvantages 
law  officers  work  under. 

The  first  case  ended  in  Fourth  District  Court  when 


a Utah  County  man  was  found  innocent  of  clubbing  a 
Highway  Patrol  trooper  over  the  head  with  a wrench. 

“Self-defense”  was  the  argument  brought  fortli  by  the 
defense  attorney,  and  the  jury  believed  it  which  is  their 
right  under  the  American  system.^We  won’t  argue  with  their 
decision  at  this  time. 

The  way  the  law  is  set  up  it  may  protect  wrongdoers 
as  well  as  the  ordinary  citizen  because  an  officer  supposedly 
can  not  make  an  arrest  until  he  has  positive  knowledge.  In 
the  case  of  Trooper  Beardall  he  did  not  get  to  the  tavern 
wliere  the  misliap  occurred  until  the  fight  was  over. 

According  to  the  law,  the  defendant  ha  da  right  to 
protect  himself  against  arresting  officers  who  were  mak- 
ing an  illegal  arrest,  and  he  did.  The  trooper  was  hos- 
pitalized for  several  weeks. 

But  we  wonder  what  would  have  happened  if  the  of- 
ficer hadn’t  answered  the  request  in  the  first  place. 

Running  concurrently  with  the  “self-defense”  case  was 
a pliony  arrest  suit  which  ended  when  one  of  two  suing  per- 
sons received  minor  damages  from  a pair  of  Provo  police 
detectives. 

Once  again  I am  not  tiying  to  argue  with  the  juiy’s 
decision  but  trying  to  point  out  what  the  consequences 
can  be  when  police  officers  attempt  to  fulfill  their  duty. 

Legend  has  it  I know  that  police  officers  are  the  mortal 
enemies  of  mankind.  From  the  time  we  are  veiy  small,  some 
of  Ciiem  wait  beliind  fences  for  the  opportunity  to  nab  us 
for  riding  double,  or  riding  at  night  without  a light  on  our 
bike.  ; 


lialer  when  we  get  our  driver’s  license  cops  become 
obnoxilous  when  we  try  to  “drag”  Center  Street,  or  ex- 
ceed the  speed  limit  in  school  zones.  Even  when  we  get 
away  to  university  in  another  state  they  are  there  to 
make’  sure  we  are  properly  registered,  or  park  in  the 
right  places. 

The  best  thing  to  do  is  get  even  with  the  police  by 
finding  out  where  they  can’t  be.  After  all  they  must  be 
l)retty  stiqiid  if  tiiey  can’t  be  at  all  the  i)edestrian  cross 
walks,  or  if  they  make  false  arrests  or  other  mistakes. 

Prestige  melts  when  policemen  are  underpaid,  over- 
worked and- overcriticized.  BAT"  students  can't  do  much 
about  seeing  the  police  get  better  paychecks  or  even  a 
10-bour  week.  However,  they  might  be  able  to  help 
matters  a little  if  they  became  more  aware  of  the  prob- 
lems involved  in  law  enforcement  and  stop  all  the  belly- 
aching.

On  Thursday  at  12:01  a.m. 
Kenya  became  an  Independent 
Sovereign  Sta.e! 

For  four  days,  the  Kenyans 
will  jubilantly  celebrate  their 
long-fought  for  Independence. 
On  this  day,  the  State  Official 
ruling  documents  will  change 
hands-  from  the  British  to  the 
African  Kenya  government. 

GOVERNMKNT 

The  new  Ken- 
ya Con  stitu- 
tion  embodies 
a Bill  of  Rights 
guarantee  i n g 
the  protection 
of  the  funda- 
mental rights 
and  freedoms 
of  the  individ- 
ual. Legisla- 
tive power  is 
divided  between  the  Central  Leg- 
islative and  Regional  Assemblies 
(7),  residual  power  resting  with 
the  former. 

The  Central  Legislative  con- 
sists of  the  Prime  Minister  and 
a National  Assembly.  The  latter 
comprises  a Senate  of  41  elected 
Senators,  one  representing  each 
District  and  one  the  Nairobi 
Area;  and  a House  of  Represent- 
atives of  129  elected  members,  of 
whom  117  are  elected  to  repre- 
sent single-member  constituen- 
cies and  12  “specially-elected 
members”  are  elected  by  the  con- 
stituency-elected members. 

Each  Hou.se  has  a speaker  el- 
ected by  the  members  either  in- 
side or  outside  the  House. 

The  Cabinet  consists  of  a 
Prime  Minister  and  other  Minis- 
ters.

The  constitution  divides  Ken- 
ya into  seven  regions  and  the 
Nairobi  Area,  and  establishes  for 
each  region  a Regional  Assem- 
bly, consisting  of  constituency- 
elected  members.  The  executive 
authority  of  each  region  is  vest- 
ed in  the  Regional  Assembly 
headed  by  an  elected  President, 
and  the  Assembly  acts  tlirough 
a number  of  Committees. 

Each  man  in  Kenya  has  one 
vote.  Municipalities  and  counties 
and  the  Nairobi  Area  City  Coun- 
cil constitute  .the  local  govern- 
ment system. 

ECONOMY 

There  are  over  130  main  types 
of  manufacturing  and  industrial 
concerns,  producing  goods  both 
for  local  consumption  and  for 
export. 

For  local  consumption  the 
Kenyans  produce  maize,  wlieat, 
sorghum,  millets,  pulses,  cassa- 
va, sweet  potatoes,  English  ix)- 
tatoes,  sugar-cane,  beef,  mutton, 
goat  meat  and  fish. 

Tlie  country  exports  coffee, 
■tea,  sisal  (a  plant  used  to  make 
rope),  meat,  pyrethrum  (insect- 
icide), hides  and  skins,  and  so- 
dium carbonate. 

Kenya’s  people  speak  English, 
Sawliili,  Hindustani,  Arabic  and 
various  vernaculars.  The  8,676,- 
000  population  of  the  country'  is 
composed  of  the  Kikuyu  tribes, 
Lou.  BaJulya  and  Kamba  and 
Masai  tribes.

To  Feature 
‘StarShow’ 


“The  Christmas  Star”  will  be 
the  feature  at  the  BYU  Summer- 
hays  Planetarium  in  the  Eyring 
Science  Center  Thursday  in  show- 
ings at  7:30  and  8:30  p.m. 

An  optical  projector  in  the 
planetarium  reproduces  on  the 
dome  the  motions  of  the  sun, 
moon,  stars,  planets,  and  other 
natural  phenomena  as  they  ap- 
pear during  the  season  of  the 
year  regardless  of  weather  condi- 
tions outside. 

SPECIAI.  EFFECTS  such  as 
sunrise  and  sunset  can  also  be 
produced. 

The  planetarium  is  tlie  only  one 
of  its  type  within  a radius  of 
about  500  miles.
